On April 19, 1995, a car bomb exploded in Oklahoma City, 
destroying the Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building and killing scores of 
men, women and young children. 

The force of the blast tore off the building’s facade and sent it 
flying 50 feet across the street, where it slammed into another 
building and came to rest in a parking lor. With the outer wall of the 
building suddenly gone, workers tumbled out of their offices and into 
the street where the blast had carved a crater 30 feet wide. 

Shortly after the explosion, Timothy McVeigh, a Gulf War 
veteran was arrested for carrying a concealed weapon, Two days later, 
he was recognized as one of the bombing suspects and was charged. 

MeVeigh’s trial is pending. 





of Arotrak’s Sunset Limited, en route from Miami to Los 
Angeles, sent four of its cars into the gulch 30 feer below 
the trestle.

The derailment was caused by the removal of a metal 
bar that held two seetions of rail together.

A newer image of Home Economics is being 
presented this year with the national name change to 
Family and Consumer Sciences\Home Ec. Don't be 
fooled. Except for the name change, no major changes 
were instituted. Through its many different courses, 
students were still being prepared for domestic duties. 

One of the more successful classes at North Canyon 
is child development, where students operate and 
actual day-care center for pre-schoolers. 

This year the child development students were 
offered a dimension of reality. Not only did students 
simulate caring for a baby by carrying around sacks of 
flour, but they could also experience what it is like to 
be pregnant. This was made possible by the empathy 
belly, a mechanical “suit” that gives the feelings and 
symptoms of being pregnant, including a gain of 35 
Ibs., mild “fetal” kicking and shifting movements, and 
increased fatigue. 

The whole purpose of the empathy belly is to 
simulate the feelings of pregnancy to both male and 
female students,” said Dolly Maitzen, Child 
Development teacher. 

Senior John Venzor said, “ 1 couldn't believe how 





heavy it was. I definitely don’t want to ever go 
through that.” 

Another aspect of Family and Consumer 
Sciences \Home Ec. includes Foods classes. Students 
learn how to cook and make food look appetizing. 
Many students take this class because cooking is a 
special interest or hobby. 

“T took foods so I can have the experience of 
cooking,” said Richard Englan, sophomore. 

In Human Relations and Intro to Human Relations, 
students learn about communication, family planning, 
and many other aspects of life.
